Death, go to a Place of Torment, where they

Fire: But that their Eſcape from thoſe Tor- 
ments is greatly haſten'd and helped on by 
Prayers and Maſſes faid for them upon Earth. 
All therefore when they die are, according to 
their Ability, to leave ſome Legacy to the 

Church (and ſurviving Relatives can no way 
better teſtify their Love to their deceaſed Friend 
than by adding to ſuch Gifts) to pay for Maſſes
